THE SEA FIGHT IN THE PACIFIC. 

English pnpors l ecc^ivcd by tbia moil 
are naturally bn-jAoly oc^cupiua iu discus- 
• ing tbo circumatiiuRea Uml lod to tbo en- 
gagement of Her Majcsty'HVCHaolB Sbali 
and Amotbyst ^vilb tbo Peravian robol 
ram Himscar. Tlie Timc^, at QibI, was 
incliued to cousure Ailmiral DoHorsoy 
for nrccipitnncv, and its sentitnenlB wore 
ro Gohoed by a portion of the ^veekly 
press. The Times' first impression was 
that the Admiral had interfered iu a 
family quarrel. Bnt Ibo facts liavuig 
reached England, tbo Times at last ad- 
mitted that the foroiblo seizuro of the 
property of British subjoeta and tbo do- 
tention of tlio niftil stoamor by the rebel 
vessel, were acts of piracy wbiob could 
not bo over-lookod. British public 
opinion is tbat tbo b^gality of the Admir- 
al's action cannot be (lueslioued. Fault 
was cbit'lly found with his conrse in ad- 
dressing himself to the rebel leader, ia- 
Bteadof demanding saUsfaotion from tlio 
established Poruviati Government. Jint 
later information shows that ou the 8th of 
May tbo President of tbo llL'publio issu- 
ed a proclamation in which bo declared 
thattba Govoruraont denied "all rosiion- 
sibility" for wbatovor acts tbo insuiguut 
vessel might commit, and oll'oruig ii .suit 
able reward to any person or persons who 
should capture the ship. It was not till 
eight days; after this thut Admunl Uo- 
Horsey addrossed his warning to tbo cap- 
tain of the Huascar. It was cortaiiily m 
tolerable that after tho ohtiiblishoa Gov- 
ernment bad thus ropu.li.dod all rospon- 
BibUity for a ves.sol which bad niu micd 
from the fleet, the HuaHcnr should bo 
allowed to go about stopping English 
vossols and taking coal from them, aud in 
otbor ways doing just as it pleased. It 
was rumored some days ago that tele- 
crapiiic information bad boon received 
from London to the oflect that tbo action 
of Admiral DeHorsoy had boon endorsod 
by the British government, the acts of 
the rebel ram being regarded as those of 
u pirate. That rumor needs confirmation ; 
but we omertaiu little doubt that saoL 
will bo found to bo the decision of Her 
Majesty's Government, and that Admiral 
DeHorsey will receivotho praise that his 
ohivalious action entities him to. 

THE FISHERIES aUESTION. 

A dfiy or two ago wo pointed out tbo 
anomalous position we occupy respecting 
the admission of iisb and fish oils, tho 
products of British Columbia, into tho 
xaarkotB of the United States. We showed 
that under the 'WoBhington Treaty ttosea 
products of every Province of tho Domin- 
ion, save this, were admitted duty free 
into the adjoining P.epublic. But there 
is one extraordinary feature of the anoma- 
ly which wo did not state. It is this:— - 
Under tbo Washington Treaty it is (inite 
compoteut for American vessels to work 
tbo iubboro tlsbcries of British Columbia 
and enter tbo " oalch" at Ban Franpisco 
duty free. Tiic flag will cover the cargo. 
But British subjects with fish caught in 
the same waters as those caught by Amer- 
ican vessels, could not expose the "catoh" 
for sale in American markets without hav- 
ing fir&t paid tho customs dnty. It is 
this anomaly that wo wish to soo swept 
away. Either British Columbia should 
be admitted to equal privileges with other 
Provinces, or she should not bo forced to 
throw open her lisheriea to American citi- 
zens. Attention is now being directed to 
British Columbia's fisheries, and s^ooii 
this very question, which bristles with 
difficulties nud.dangfiiH alroiidy, will agi- 
tato till! public mind of t.bo Trovinoo. It 
would Ijo better to meet the dillicalty 
now, while tbo Fibhoiios Conimishion is 
in session nt Halifax, than to dufor its 
consideration until a time wlioc it may be 
too late to right tho monstrous injustice. 

THE PUBLIC SCHOOL APPROACHES. 

"We are aware that tlio Widkoiu (luvcrn- 
niont contemi>lated asking the Legiilutnre 
for a grant of iiionoy to purcbuso land ad- 
joining tbo Keserve, but fronlinii on Fori 
street. The cbangn of tiovernincnt. liow- 
evi-r, defeated their iiitontion, and tlie 
present Government, although iinposiiiK 
a apeoial school tax of three dolbu's ])i<r 
bead on every male resident of Victoria 
over eigliteou years of age for school pur- 
po.srs, are too la/.y, ignorant, or iudilVer- 
ent to attend to that or any other hnsiuess 
of public utility.— iStoMda.-rf. 

Tho Walkom Government were always 
in a state of " conteniidation." Tiieir in- 
tentions were probably HonietinicM t;oo(l ; 
but they Holdom executed tlieni. They 
have been called a " Promising iMinisI ry" 
bo('ani^(! they jiroiniHcd a good deal but 
porfornied very little. It its Iruo they 
contemplated " asking the liOgislaturn for 
a grant for the ))urposo of purcluising an 
(uitranco to tbo school Ucsorve;" hut it is 
not true that their defeat " defeated their 
intention." Tho j^resent Government im- 
parted life to tbo scheme. What m as 
" contemplated " by the previous Govern - 
ment and never olTucted, was actually per- 
formed by tho existing (iovernment. The 
cntrunco to tbo school roserve from Fort 
street was jjiirclinsed several mnntlis ago. 
"What tho public justly complain iifi.stliat 
the late (ioverninuiit allowed tlio oppor- 
tunity wbicli prc:i«ided itself of purchas- 
ing an eutniiK'o to the rcicrvi; bcf.iru they 
deeidi.'d to erect Iho new sidiool buildiiigii 
thoro, and cnhauced tho vulne of tho 
proportv. Throe y. ars ago tlio View fltrcet 
property might have been bought for a 
trifle. Since tho improvements at the Uo- 
.iServe its value Las iucreased iJOO percent. _

A Scandal among- the Nobility— Lady 
Ball Charged with Felony. 

At Alcesler yesterday Lndy Diana Lou- 
isa Ball, widowof .Sir William K'dtb liall, 
Bart.,' was oliargol uitii feloniously steal- 
ing two pawn tickot.s for it gold wateh and 
diamond ring, belonging to Henry Haw- 
thorne, geiitlouiaii farmer, Bedford, who 
married Lady Ball's uieeo. Thi3 arli'des 
Were pawned in IJiruiingham by prosocu- 
tor iu June, 1875, -whilo Lady J5all was 
visiting him at Waterloo House, Bedford. 
The lollowing July, Lady Ball sent tho 
tickets to prosecutor's brother in Bir- 
niiiiglunn, with a (diaek ou her bankers 
for tho rec^uisito amount, and in pur.iu- 
auco of her ladyship's reipio.^t he redeem- 
ed the watch aud ring, wbioh wero subto- 
queutly given to Lady Ball, rrosecutar 
said the things wero his wife's, tho watch 
being the {^il't of Lady Ball's husband, 
who was her godfather, aud tho ring his 
owu love-token when they were engaged ; 
but lie said tliey were pledged wiLb bi.s 
wife's consent. He acknowledged to 
writing a letter last January, threatening 
Lady Ball that ho would niako another 
move unless she altered her tactics, aud 
ending with a charge described as the 
foulest that could bo made against n wo- 
man, aud which tho bench, having road 
privately, characterizetl as d is;,'rLU'eliil. 
Ho confessed, too, that Lady B;ili had ad- 
vanced .?J .OUO and various smaller siuiii 
for his bonelit sub.suiiueiitly.

ton, aud ou his return to Philadelphia at 
every stopping place be was beset with 
cllicior/s inquiries, etc., on which ho dc- 
teriuinod to be beforehand with iiitono- 
gatorici in future. 

At the next tavern he registered biinself 
as Benjamin Fraklin, from i!o;,toii Phil.i- 
delphia, a printer not worth a duliar, TS 
years of age, a single man seeking his 
fortune, etc., and his siu^^ular introduc- 
tion checked all future enquiries and of- 
fectuully re|julsi'd the <lanng propensity 
of Yankee inquisitiveiiess.

M as I Trouble Among Liquor Dealers. 



Ia Washington Territory they have a 
law which makes it a penal offence to sell 

liquor to minors, Indians or Kanakas, 
Tiio Seattle 7Vrt((/j,; describes aomo recent 
cases wherein tho law has been enforced 
u;; regards minors and Kanakas: — 

"The matter of .selling li(]^ucr to Kana- 
kas aud minors occupied the attention of 
tho Court at Bteilacoom last wesk, A 
minor— W. B, Webster— had been drink- 
ing in tho various saloons of tho place, 
and for this ofl'enso the keepers were taken 
up. Ho sworo that lio was of ago, whilo 
his mother sworo that ho was not, and 
her testimony was taken in re1»uttal of hi.". 
Tho license of each saloon keeper so of- 
fending was revoked, equivalent to a pen- 
alty cd $lir>, and each was also fined $20 
and to i)ay the costs— tho whole amount- 
ing to about .yliOO each. A young fellow 
luunod Thompson had been getting litjuor 
iu Tacoma in tiio same way, and thon 
went and "peached" on those who fur- 
nishod it, and tho saloous of that place 
wero served in a similar way to those of 
Htoilacoom. The selliog of liquor to 
Knnakns was discovered to bo a criminal 
<)tV..M!cn, like the selling to Indians, and 
was punished in oach case as prescribed 
by luw. Hardly a saloon keeper in either 
l)la"o oHcaiieil; nearly a dozen being puu- 
i.^liMl. ]n Steilacoom, Westbrook prov- 
ed that he had not himself sold to a minor 
and tiiat be had given instructions that 
luino should bo sold; but bis barkeeper, 
Soirs, had viidatud tho law, and be was 
punished insl(.'ad of Westbrook. Black- 
well, in Tacoma, proved something of the 
sjiiie sort, the olTeudor in his case being 
.lake I'Nbuin; buljako was lu California nt 
the lime and could not bo roaohod by tho 
strong baud of the law. Tbo keepers of 
tho saloons have in each case renewed 
llioir licenses, and tho fund resulting 
from all those lines is handsome and sub- 
s'iiutial In amount. Closing tho bars to 
boya aud Kanakas is a good thing, ami 
uoxt to tho cloKuig to men and Indians."

The Homu of Salmon. — It socras 
Htrango to us that thoro should bo so many 
varities of Salmon in the same genoral 
body of water, each kind, howover, sep- 
arating itK.olf by iiniigiuary lines from the 
other, and keeping j-ear after yetir within 
its own bounds. For instance, tho sal- 
mon of Muokilto are by no means tlie 
same aa those of tl.e Skagit, nor aro those 
of tho Skagit similar to those of the Eras- 
er, aor of the Eraser to those north. The 
Columbia river salmon aro a distinct 
Kpceios, and diiYer from those of tho 
lioguo riTor or Huimaolt, and jet Colum- 
bia rivor sjlmon go out in tho oeean, ami 
enter tho other rivers antl come to tlie 
Sound. Our own salmon are caught in all 
parts, and seem to move freely whorovor 
they choose, but when it comes to run- 
ning and to their homes, as said before, 
thoy are as separate as can bo. "Wo wonhi 
naturally imagine that tho lish of tho sea 
wore as freo as the birds of the air, and 
that tho salmon to-day on Pugel Hound, 
like tho sea gull or crow, may boa hun- 
dred or a thousand miles distant a mouth 
hence.— iSea//f« Iribune.

TiiR Protestant Episcopal general con- 
vention of tho United States will meet ut 
Bos^ton on the first Wednesday in October.
